China’s  Great  Need 

Is  School  Teachers 


Thursday  afternoon,  May  7,  the 
three  literary  societies,  the  Y.  W.  and 
the  Y.  M.  all  met  ,in  the  music  room. 

Dr.  Lowe, talked  to  them  about  China. 

In  his  talk  Dr.  Lowe  said :  The  S.  O.  S. 
is  the  cull  for  teachers  in  China. 

Three  girls  and  sixty-four, boys  out  of 
every  one  thousand,  are  being  educat¬ 
ed  in  China  while  eight  hundred  eighty  j  fin([  booat  (t 
out  of  every  thousand  of  Americas 
four  hundred  billion  are  receiving  an 
education,  In-some  settlements  of  five 
thousand  inhabitants,  in  Chinn  there 
are  no  touchers  nor  schools. 

Tho  medical  college  at  Peking' can 
educate  a  student  at  the  rate  of  one 
hundred  dollars  in  gold  compared  with 
one  thousand  dollars  in  gold  in  our 
own  universities.  Dr.  Lowe  spent  twen¬ 
ty  years  as  a  missionary  In  Shantung 
Province.  He  says  tho  military  gov¬ 
ernors  assume  the  civil  as  well  us  mil¬ 
itary  authority.  The  Government-  m'on- 
oy  goos  intq  their  treasury  to  the  det¬ 
riment  of  other  people  thereby  making 
some  fifteen  thousund  bandits  in  one 
province  alone.  Education  suffers 
since  those  military  governors  have 
taken  some  of  the  much  needed  rove- 
liue  that  should  bo  turned  over  to 
the  schools.  The  Bolsheviks  are  mak¬ 
ing  some  inroads, by  publishing  forty 
or  fifty  niugazines  but  the  Chinese  do 
not  like  these,  China  lias  great  resour¬ 
ces  but  one  great  institution  is  ueoded 
more  and  more — public  schools, 


(o  membership  upon  completion  ot  Lite 
contests  in  which  thoy  are  successful.

instructor  of  .Journalism  at  S.  T.  C.; 
Tossio  Degan,  winner  in  Extempora¬ 
neous  Speaking,  1919,  who  attained  tho 
position  of  registrar  of  the  Stale  Nor¬ 
mal  School,  Dillon,  Montana,  and  is 
now  registrar  ■  of  the  Adams  State 
Normal  School,  Alamosa,  Colarado; 
William  Utter,  winner  in  Essay,  1915. 
at  present  instructor  in  history  at 
Ohio  State  University;  Malmla  Sa- 
villo,  winner  in  Reading  1918,  who  la¬ 
ter  took  her  Masters  Degree  at  the 
University  of  Chicago  and  is  now  De¬ 
structor  in  English  at  Drake  Univer¬ 
sity.  Frances  Holliday,  winner  in  De- 
lmte  in  1919,  and  at  present  employed 
as  critic  tclcher  ia  Franklin  School  of 
Maryville,  and  many  others.

A  severe  blow  lo  the  Improvement 
plan  of  Northwest  Missouri  State 
'Teachers  College  came  recently  in 
tlie  reduction  ol'  the  funds  necessary 
for  the  proper  development  and 
growth  of  tlie  Colloge  during  the  next 
two  years.  On  account  of  insufficient 
revenues  in  tho  State  treasury,  Gov¬ 
ernor  Baker  was  forced  to  veto  an 
appropriation  of  $235,000,  upon  which 
is  contingent  the  improvements  un¬ 
der  consideration  for  t li o  efficient  ad¬ 
ministration  of  the  work  of  the  Col¬ 
lege  in  its  present  stale  of  steady 
growth.  ■’ 

Among  tlie  Items  which'  were  made 
impossible  of.  accomplishment,  at 
least  in  tlie  near  future,  by  Hie  gov¬ 
ernor's  act  were:  enlargement  of -tlie 
power  house,' purchase  or  a  new  boil¬ 
er,  making  of  alterations  in  tlie  ad¬ 
ministration  building,  'construction  of 
a  new  (raining  school., building  equip¬ 
ment  of  the  gymnasium,  and  the  pay¬ 
ing  of  student  labor. 

An  amount  of  $35,000  of  tho  gen¬ 
eral  fund  is  being  temporarily  held 
up,  making  a  total  reduction,  at  tlie 
present,  of  $320,000.  This  leaves  tlie 
total  appropriation  for- this  use  of  the 
College  during  tlie  next  two  years, 
$373,028.-  .  “v  -• 

Although  the  go vc/- nor  also  vetoed 
the  unexpended  balance  of  $-i5,G49.0S,: 
appropriated  by  the  fifty-second  gen¬ 
eral  assembly  for  the  construction  of 
the  gymnasium,  it  is  expected  Unit 
work  an  tlie,  building  will  go  forward 
and  that  the  gymnasium  will  he  ready 
for  occupancy  by.  the  first  of  June. 

■  Tho  hoard  of  regents  of  tho  College 
will  meet  with  President  Lamkiii.

slashing  of  appropriations-.

Local  grocers  have  found;  St 
necessary  to  increase  their  orders  of 
soap  to  supply  tlie  demand.  Many  stu¬ 
dents  of  tlie  college  who  are  not  reg¬ 
ularly  enrolled  in  the  art  classes  have 
attempted  soap  carving  and  results  are 
interesting.  Also  some  of  the  towns¬ 
people — not  students— are  carrying 
bars  of  soap  and  knives  in  their  pock¬ 
ets  and  practicing  carving  at  spare 
times.  Modeling  clay  has  been  used 
in  the  art  department  of  the  college 
several  years,  but  il  dues  not  serve 
all  purposes. 

“  Miss  DeLuce  lias  her  classes  study 
■ill  available  accounts  of  the  manner 
in  which  the  ancient  sculptors  worked. 
Reproduction  of  statues,  several  of 
which  ai'o  placed  in  the  library  and 
corridors  of  the  administration  build 
ing  of  tlie  college,  are  studied  and 
photographs  are  examined.
